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Revised Bus Schedule Designed For Public 


The newly revised Weste 
ern Bus Lines’ schedule, 
which went into effect Tues- 
day, May 22 has all the eare 
marks of a satisfactory bus 
service for the residents of 
St. Albert. According to Mr. 
Glen Grimstead, manager 
of Western, more buses have 
been put into service which 
will result in buses arriving 
in Edmonton 15 minutes 
prior to normal working 
hours and depart 15 minutes 
after the end of a normal 
working day. 

In addition to the reschee 
duling of departures and 
arrivals at the Edmonton ter- 
minal, designed to serve the 
bulk of St. Albert’s working 
force in Edmonton, addition 
al runs have been scheduled 
during rush hours whereby 
buses will be travelling at 
30 minute intervals going 
to and coming from Edmone- 
ton. Rush hour arrivals at 
the Edmonton terminal are 


now going to be from 6:45 
to 9:45am. while departe 
ures are from 4:15 to 5:45 
p.m. In between rush-hour 
periods, buses are now rune 
ning at one-hour intervals, 

Mr. Grimstead said that 
his firm will be keeping a 
close watch on the perfore 
mance of this new schedule 
especially during the next 
three months, and changes 
can be and will be made if 
needed. 

In reference to busing 
fares, these have been in- 
creased late last year from 
40 cents to 50 cents. How- 
ever, commuter tickets have 
now been introduced and are 
available from the driver 
at the reduced price of $8,50 
for 20 tickets. This come 
muter ticket package ree 
duces the fare to 42.5¢ per 
trip, the book of tickets is 
valid for 60 days and the 
tickets are transferable.

By orderly, the term was 
explained to mean that the 
board is fully prepared to 
enlarge its French language 
program if there is adesire 
from the parents, if that 
desire is confirmed and also 
if funds can be made availe 
able to pay for the added 
services, 

French is currently taught 
in St. Albert Public School 
as a means of learning a 
second language. Instruction 
in the French language is 
compulsory at the Grades 4 
to 6 levels and is also being 
offered at the junior and sene 
ior high levels as an option, 

The enlarged version of 
the French program can be 
underiaken in one of sever~ 
al ways. The alternative 
ways all include French as 
the language of instruction 
but vary from 50 per cent 
of the school day to 80 per 
cent,
